CHAPTER 98

AN ACT to amend 3.05, 3.06, and 3.12 of the statutes, relating to correc-
tions in fourth and fifth congressional districts to correspond with
the incorporations and consolidations of municipalities in Milwau-
kee county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 8.05 and 8.06 of the statutes are amended to read:

3.05 FOURTH DISTRICT. The * * * eighth, eleventh, twelfth,
fourteenth, * * * seventeenth * * * gnd nineteenth wards of the city
of Milwaukee and that part of the third, fourth, tenth and sixteenth wards
of the city of Milwaukee in the fourth congressional district; the cities of
Cudahy, Franklin, Greenfield, Oak Creek, St. Francis, South Milwaukee,
Wauwatosa and West Allis; and the villages of Greendale, Hales Corners
and West Milwaukee, * * * all in Milwaukee county, constitute the fourth
district.

3.06 FIFTH DISTRICT. The first, second, fifth, sixth, seventh,
ninth, * * * thirteenth, fifteenth, eighteenth * * * and twentieth
* % % wards of the city of Milwaukee * * * and that part of the third,
fourth, tenth and sixteenth wards of he city of Milwaukee in the fifth
congressional district; the city of Glendale and the villages of Bayside,
Brown Deer, Fox Pomt River Hills, Shorewood * * * and Whitefish Bay
* % % all in M]lwaukee county, constitute the fifth distriet.

SECTION 2. 8.12 of the statutes is amended to read:

3.12 MILWAUKEE WARDS. The wards of the city of Milwaukee
referred to in ss. 3.05 and 3.06 * * * ghall be construed to be the wards
of said city as created by the ordinance of the common council of the
city of Milwaukee effective * * * May 12, 1954.
